H E Intention of Opening theſe Schools is, to Teach Youth \ ertue 
and Learning ; They ſhall be Taught Gratz ; Nor ſhall they be 
at any farther Charges or Expences than the buying of their own 
Pens, Ink, Paper and Books. 

IT. Theſe Schools,are common toall, of what condition ſoever ; and 
none ſhall be Excluded, when they ſhall be thought fit te begin to learn Latin, and 
Write ſufficiently well : And in theſe Schools, ſhall be Taught, Greek and Latin : 
As alſo Poetry and Rhetorick, as they ſhall riſe to higher Schools. 

ITN. And altho? Youths of different Profeffions, whether Catholics or Proteſtants, 
come to theſe Schodls ; yet in Teaching all, there ſhall be no diftintion made, but 
all ſhall be Taught with equal Diligence and Care, and every one ſhall be promoted 
according to his Deſerts. 

I V. There ſhall not be, either by Maſters or Scholars, any tampering or medling, 
to per{ſwade any one from the Profeſſion of his own Religion ; but there ſhall be all 
freedom for every oneto Practice what Religion he ſhall pleaſe; and none ſhall be 
leſs eſteemed or favored for being of a difterent Religion from others. 

V. None ſhall upbraid or reproach any one, on the account of Religion ; and when 
any Exerciſe of Religion ſhall be Practiſed, as hearing Maſs, Catechifing or Preach- 
ing, orany other, it ſhall be lawful, for any Proteſtant, without any moleſtation or 
trouble, to abſent himſelf from ſuch Exerciſe, if he pleaſe. 

VI. All ſhall be Taught to keep Gods Commandments, and therefore none ſhal 
be permitted, to Lye, Swear, or Curſe, or talk uncivil Diſcourſe ; Nor ſhall fight 
or quarrel with one another ; And he who ſhall be oblerved to fail in theſe Duties 
ſhall be puniſhed according to his Demerit : And when any one for theſe or othe 
Faults ſhall be adjudged to any Chaſtiſement, if he ſhall refuſe to receive ſuch Cha 
ſtiſement quietly, or be ſtubborn, he {hall be ExpePd the Schools, and not be re 
admitted again, until he ſhall have given fatisfaQtion for ſuch his Fault. 

; VII. All ſhall be in their reſpeQive Schools, by a Quarter after Seven in the Mot 

| ning, and ſhall there ſtay until Ten: Again at a Quarter before Two, until half : 

GY Hour after Four. Yet by reaſon of the Morne of the Days in Winter, the Mornin 

4 time of the Schools, ſhall be Halfan Hour later : Thus from All-Saints Day to Cat 

E. delmas, they are to bein the Schools a Quarter before Eight, and ſtay till Half 

- Houraftec Ten ; butinthe Afternoon at the time before mentioned. 

V III. The other Hours of the Day, they ſhall Study at their own Homes, at 
prepare thoſe Exerciſes, which the Maſters in the Schools appoint to be brought, : 
their next coming to the Schools, And therefore, all Parents are deſired to allo: 
their reſpeQtive Scholars, ſuch conveniency for their Studies at their own Houſe 
that they may comply with thoſe Duties which are appointed them. 

I X. All are required to be exaCt and diligent, in dayly frequenting the Schools 
and being there, none are to go out without leave of their Maſter ; and when any on 
ſhall be abſent from School, he ſhall the next Day he comes, bring from his Parents 
Ticket, ofthelawtfulneſs of ſuch his Abſence : Yet they ſhall have every Week tw 
Afternoons of Recreation, in which they come not to School; unleſs a Holy-da 
happen that Week, which ſhall then be their Recreation-day. | 


Theſe Schools ſhall begin on Monday after Whitſun-week, May 23. 1687. 
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
